Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
After waiting for seventeen months—since 
the death of President McKinley—congress 
at last has agreed to a stringent law provid- 
~| ing severe punishment for all who attempt 
the life of the president of the United States 


and his chief advisers, or of ambassadors and 


high officials of other countries, and which 
also forbids the privileges of naturalization 
to professed anarchists and the enemies of 
good government. 

Immediately after the death of President 
McKinley there was an extraordinary out- 
burst of public opinion. Scores of bills were 
introduced in both houses of congress in- 
tended to prevent assassination, as far as it 
could be prevented by law, 

The anarchist slayer of President McKin- 
ley had to be tried and executed under a 
state law. If he had failed to kill the pres- 
ident he would have received a punishment 
so slight as to have become a disgrace to the 
country. Similarly, if the community in 
which he lived had happened to be favorable 
to his motives, or if he had committed his 
terrible crime in a state which does not in- 
flict the death penalty, he might be living 
today. 

In addition to that, the murder of the pres- 
ident demonstrated that there was no federal 
law which was strong enough to reach out 
its arm after the real criminals, the people 
who by word of mouth and by incendiary 
writings instigate and encourage the assas- 
sination of the great people of the earth. 

Akhough such assassinations invariably 
are caused by the office and not by the man, 
the federal government hitherto has had no 
law on its statute books to protect itself 
against the assassination of its trusted ser- 
vants. Treason could be punished and coun- 
terfeiting and frauds on the customs or in- 
ternal revenue laws, but not the murder ofa 
president, secretary of state, or any other 
officer whose duty it is to execute the laws 
and obey the will of the people. The presi- 
dent could be impeached for failing to obey 
the laws, but the man who attempted to kill 
him and failed could not be punished any 
more severely than the drunken loafer who 
participated in a barroom fight. 

It was to correct this extraordinary condi- 
tion of affairs that congress undertook to 
pass a law especially directed against the 
assassins of public men, against those who 
fail as well as against those who succeed, 


and, more than all, against the mistaken 


notioms which create the desire to kill. 

It is an instance of the slowness with which 
the mills of congress sometimes grind that it 
has taken nearly a year and a half since the 
death of President McKinley to .pass this 
law’ and this has come about only in the 
dying hours of a congress which convened 
within less than ninety days after the horri- 
ble murder at Buffalo. 

The law paveea upon by the conference 

committees of the two houses, and which 


| will go at once to the president for his signa- 


ture, is not more severe than the ordinary 
law against murder in the states. It merely 
applies the principles of those statutes to 
the protection of the president and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, as wall as to the repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments, any one 
of ‘whom its in daily danger of attack, not 
because of his unpleasant personality nor 
on account of individual hatred but merely, 
because of the office he holds. 

Under the new law it is provided that any 
one who shall willfully and maliciously kill 
or cause the death of the president or the 
vice president of the United States or any 
officer who may succeed the president shall 
suffer death. . 

There is no limitation on this definition of 
murder, as applied to the chief executive. 
It is not necessary that he should be in Wash- 
ington or in the White house or be actually 
engaged in the ordinary duties of his office. 
His person or that of any one who by law 
may become his successor is deemed to be 
sacred under the federal law, and if the ex- 
ecutive is killed his assailant can be pun- 
ished in the federal courts entirely inde- 
pendent of the laws or practices of the state 
in which the offense may be committed. 

Not only is this penalty of death prescribed 
for an offense committed within the United 
States but also within “ any place subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof,”’ so that an assault 
of this kind in Porto Rico or the Philippines 
would be just as felonious as in Weahington 


or Chicago. 

The person of the chief executive himself 
is made sacred under the new law to the 
extent that it is not necessary to prove his 
occupation at the time. The law assumes that 
he is always performing the duties of prest- 
dent and that if he is murdered it is because 
of his office. | 

In the case of the vice president and the 
members of the cabinet who are in line of 
succession, but have not actually succeeded 
to the presidency, it is provided that the 
killing of such an official while he is en- 
gaged in his official duties or because of his 
official acts or omissions shall render the 
assassin liable to the death penalty, and that 
the same punishment shall ensue if the kill- 
ing shall cause a vacancy in his office ata 
time when it would become the duty of the 
cabinet officer to succeed the president. 

In other words, in the case of persons in 
line of succession, it will be necessary to 
show that the assassination was caused in 
some way by their official and not by their 
personal acts. 

A similar distinction is made in regard to 
the ambassadors and ministers of a foreign

Grand Jury May Be Asked to Investi- 
gate the Affairs of the Former In- 

_ vestment Dealer, Who Failed with 
Heavy Liabilities and Then Went 
Into Bankruptcy—Attorneys Make 
gn Inquiry and Find 
That Are 


An investigation which may lead to a 
grand jury inquiry has been undertaken by 
four Chicago attorneys into the methods 
of the mortgage, investment, and banking 
business conducted by Frank R. Chandler 
prior to his fajlure 

Since his arrest on the charge of embezzle- 
ment preferred by Mrs. Sarah Cole other 
claims based on the same grounds of com- 


| plaints have come to ight. It also develops 


that the bankrupt broker has beén arrested 
twice since last summer on warrants sworn 
out by his creditors. 

According to statements made to the law- 
-yers, many poor families, widows, and even 
children intrusted théir savings to Chandler 
for investment in specified directions, only 
to discover later that the broker had not 
earried out their wishes, but had treated the 
funds confided to him merely as deposits in 
a banking accorfnt drawing interests. 


Recalls Other Feilures. 

From one source THE TRIBUNE obtained 
the estimate that the amounts involved in 
these claims total $45,000 out of the $200,000 
for which Chandler failed. The circum- 
stances recall the operations of Theodore 
Schintz, as well as the more recent charges 
brought against Herman Wickersham. 

The four attorneys, who are George A. 
Trude, Henry W. Leman, Thomas D. Knight, 
and J. P. O’Shaughnessey, decided at a con- 
ference yesterday to present their evidence 
to the next grand jury, and their case has 
already been laid before Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes.

Some Puzzling Conditions. 


The inquiry already has brought out some 
puzzling conditions. The four attorneys 
would like to know the circumstances of the 
passing’ of 
Chandler & Co. Chandler says he surren- 
dered his bank charter in 1899, but Secretary 
of State Rose says he can find no record of 
the surrender. 

Then there are two bond issues engineered 
by Chandler on security deposited with the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, appar- 
ently on his own valuation, which the cred- 
itors would like to have explained. 

And most mysterious of all is said to be the 
backing which has manifested itself in ob- 
structing ngahy into the conduct of the busi- 
ness. 

The first intimation that influential friends 
were at work to head off prosecution came 
after Chandler was arrested last fall on a 
warrant sworn out by John H. Colvin, part 
owner of the Chicago opera house restaurant, 
who had aclaim against the bankrupt broker 
for $21,000. Colvin pushed the case, which 
was before a justice of the peace, but be- 
fore it came to trial he was approached by 
an agent of anonymous interests who wished 
to buy the claim. Colvin at length sold it 
and dropped the prosecution, but the names 
of the purchasers have not been revealed. 


Former Friends Prosecute. 


Criminal prosecution of Chandler was 
begun in Justice Gibbons’ court last summer 
by Dr. Albert Cole, husband of Mrs. Sarah 
Cole. Dr. Cole charged that Chandler re- 
ceived deposits from him on a banking ac- 
count within thirty days ofinsolvency. The 
case dragged along for six months and Jus- 
tice Gibbons finally dlechargen the de- 
fendant. 

Dr. and Mrs. Cole, who, after a lifetime 
residence in Minneapolis, are now living in 
Chicago in order to prosecute their claims 
on the-ground, were spending a winter in 
Florida, where they met Peyton R. Chandler 
and his son Frank, 14 years ago. This ac- 
quaintance led to a friendship, and the Coles 
were often entertained at the Caaneter res- 
idence in Chicago. 

Both Dr. and Mrs. Cole iad investing 
money in the real estate and mortgage busi- 
ness of Peyton R. Chandler, and when he 
died they continued their transactions with 
the son. The families remained intimate till 
a year ago, when Mrs. Cole, under the im- 
pression that all was not well with the firm, 
demanded the return of her money. She de- 
clares that she intrusted $3,000 to Chandler 
for the purchase of mortgages, while the 
broker contends that the money was not a 
trust fund, but was drawing interest as a 
savings deposit. 


Chandler Once Wealthy. 


Chandler at one time was a wealthy man. 
He lived at 182 Rush street and was well 
known throughout the city. After the 
world’s fair was over he bought the Ceylon 
building and transported it intact to Lake 
Geneva to serve as his summer residence. 

Three years ago he gave up this sum- 
mer home and sold it to John J. Mitchell. 

That Chandler did a big business as long 
as it lasted is attested by the voluminous 
list of creditors on file tn the bankruptcy 
proceedings in the United States District 
court. The majority are from outside Chi- 
cago, but there are 175 local claims, scores 
of them held by widows and poor families. 

Mrs. A. H. Hughes, 6814 St. Lawrence ave- 
nue, says she gave all her savings to Chand- 
ler. At the end of many years of self-denial 
she accumulated $1,400, with which she in- 
tended to buy ahome. She cast about fora 
piece of property, and finally decided on a 
lot and small cottage. The day before she 
was to 
his failure was announced. 

Mrs. Marceline Pynchon, 5713 Madison ave- 
nue, intrusted $1,000 to Chandler, the money. 
being a trust fund for the two children of her 
deceased daughter. She says she understood 
that the amount was to be invested in mogt- 
gages, but on the schedule of liabilities it 
appears as an “ open book account.” 


Chandler’s Side of It. 


Mr. Chandler was found at his office in the 
Reaper block yesterday morning, poring over 
the ledgers of the bankrupt estate, but he 
ceased his labors and characterized the 
charges against him as “ an attempt to col- 
lect a civil debt by criminal prosecution.”’ 

‘‘T owed these amounts,’’ he continued, 
‘but the bankruptcy proceedings released 
me from those debts. I would have been 
able to pay dollar for dollar had my enemies 
not forced me into insolvency. I was the 
victim of unfortunate real estate invest- 
ments. 

“ These claims were not trust funds. These 
widows and others gave me their money on 
open book accounts and were glad to draw 
the 5 per cenj, interest which I paid. There 
were some trust accounts, but those were

VIEWS OF OLD TESTAMENT 


Royal Theologian Criticises Prof. 


-Delitzsch’s Theory of the 
Babylonian Origin of — 
the Bible. |

BERLIN, Feb. 20.—Emperor William’s 
Public declaration of his personal creed and 
his appearance in public tn the role of a 
theologian is the sensation of the hour in 
Germany. His letter to Admiral Hollman, in 
which he severely criticises Prof. Delitzsch’s 
views on the so-called Babylonian origin of 
the bible, is accepted by leading authorities 
of the church and state as proof of the 
émperor’s orthodoxy, which for months has 
been the cause of deep concern to theolo- 
gians. 

Prof. Delitzsch, it is understood, is smart- 
ing under the emperor's criticism. He did 
not intend to give his third lecture on 
* Babylonia and the New Testament ” until 
autumn, but he has now,resolved to deliver 
another lecture as soon as possible, with the 
intention of making it a counterblast +e the 
emperor’s remarkable attack. 

Emperor William has made pulifie his 
views at the earnest solicitation of Dr. Dry- 
ander, who for several months has urged his 
majesty to make some definite statement 
of his creed, in order to restore the \confi- 
dence of the clergy and laity. 

The emperor finally yielded, and wrdte the 
letter to Admiral Hollman, councilor ee the 
German Oriental society. 


Kaiser’s Letter Shows Creed. 


| ‘This letter ts printed in a Leipzig news- 


paper and a few paragraphs were given to 
the public yesterday. Other portions of the 
letter are as follows: 

‘‘ During an evening’s entertainment with 
us Prof. Delitzsch had the opportunity to fully 
confer and debate with her majesty, the em- 
ress, and Dr. Dryander, while I listened and 
remained passive. Unfortunately he aban- 
doned the standpoints of the strict historian 
and Assyriologist, going into religious and 
theological conclusions which were quite 
nebulous or bold. 

‘“‘“When he came to speak of the New 
Testament it became clear at once that he 

developed such quite divergent views re- 
garding the person of our Sayior that I had 
to express the diametrically opposite view. 


He does not recognize the-divinity of'Christ | 


as a deduction therefrom and asserts that 
the Old Testament contains no revelation 
about him as the Messiah. 

‘‘ Here the Assyriologist and the historical 
investigator ceases and the theologian be- 
gins, with all his light and shadow sides. In 
this province I can only urgently advise him 
to proceed cautiously, step by step, and at 
any rate to ventilate his theses only in the 
theological books and in the circle of his 
colleagues. Spare us, the laymen, and, above 
all, the Oriental society, from hearing of 
them. 

‘“‘ We carry on excavations and publish the 
results in behalf of science and history, but 
not to gonfirm or attack religious hypothesis 
with Prof. Delitzsch, the theologian, we has 
run away with the historian.”’ 


Criticism for Dr. Delitzsch. 

The emperor then goes on to express re- 
gret at the fact that Prof. Delitzsch did not 
adhere to his original purpose of translating 
and interpreting the inscriptions excavated 
by the society, as illustrating the relations 
between Babylonian customs, morals, his- 
torical events, and traditions, etc., and the 
Israelites, ‘‘ which would have been in the 
highest degree interesting for laymen,” and 
adds: 

‘* He approached the eieitice of revelation 
in a polemical tone, more or less denying it 
or reducing it to purely human matters. 
That was a grave error, for thereby he 
touched on the innermost, holiest possession 
of many of his hearers, which shook and 
“even shattered the foundations ‘of their faith. 
It is a deed that only the greatest genius 
should venture to attempt and for which the 
mere study of Assyriology did not Justify 
him.” 


Kaiser’s Idea of Revelation. 


The emperor then gives his personal views 
regarding the revelation, saying: 

‘‘I distinguish between two different kinds 
of revelation—one progressive, and, as it 
were, historical; the other purely religious, 
as preparing the way for the future Messiah. 

‘“‘Regarding the former, it must be said 
for me, it does not admit ofa doubt, not even 
the slightest, that God reveals himself con- 
tinuously in the race of man created by him. 


He breathed into man the breath of his Iffe. 


and follows with fatherly love and interest 
the development of the human race. In 
order to lead it forward and develop it he re- 
yeals himself in this or that great sage, 
whether priest or king, whether among the 
heathen, the Jews, or the Christians, Ham- 
murabi was one. So was Moses, Abraham, 
Homer, Charlemagne, Luther, Shakspeare, 
Goethe, Kant, and Emperor William the 
Great. These he sought out and endowed 
with his grace to accomplish splendid, im- 
perishable results for their people, in their 
intellectual and physical provinces, accord- 
ing to his will. How often my grandfather 
pointed out that he was only an instrument 
in the Lord’s hands. 


Revelation and the Jews. 


“The second form of revelation, the more 
religious, is that which leads to the mani- 
festation of our Lord. It was introduced 
with Abraham, slow but forward looking and 
omniscient, for humanity was lost without it. 
Now begins the most astonishing activity of 
God’s revelation. Abraham’s race and the 
peoples developing from it regard faith in 
one God as their holiest possession, and, it 
follows, hold fast to it with ironlike con- 
sistency. Split up during their Egyptian 
captivity, the divided elements were again 
welded together by Moses, ever trying to hold 
fast to their monotheism. It was the direct 
intervention of God that caused the rejuvena- 
tion of this people, thus proved through cen- 
turies, till the Messiah, heralded by prophets 
and psalmists, finally appeared, the greatest 
revelation of God in the world, for he ap- 
peared in the son himself. Christ is God, 
God fn human form. He redeemed us and 
inspires, entices us to follow him. We feel 
his fire burning in us. His sympathy 
gtrengthens us. His discontent destroys us. 
But also his intercession saves us. Conscious 
of victory, building solely -upen his word, we 
go through labor, ridicule, sorrow, misery,

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JANITOR GZAR OF A FLAT 


GOES ON STRIKE AND STOPS TEN- 
ANTS’ FOOD SUPPLIES. 


Eighty People in the Olympia Apart- 
ments at the Mercy of the Furnace 
Tender, and the Owner of the Build- 
ing Is Défled—Pickets Prevent De- 
livery of Groceries Until Police Are 
Called—Larders Restocked Under | 
Cover of Darkness. | 


Whoever questions the suimenhiten that the 
janitor of a flat building is the sole arbiter 
of the fortunes of the tenants should visit 
the Olympia apartments at Forty-fourth 
street and Oakenwald avenue. The Olympia 
houses twenty-one families, or eighty people, 
and William Perry, who has cared for the 
furnace, scrubbed the halls, and swept the 
walks, has gone on a strike. . 

Perry is not now a janitor. He js a dic- 
tator. He has joined the janitors’ union, and 
the union has stiffened his backbone by tak- 
ing up his cause. All of yesterday pickets 
patrolled the walks about the corner, stop- 
ping delivery wagons and prowling through 
the courts and basement to see that no food 
supplies were brought In to the tenants. 

Late in the afternoon several policemen 
were summoned, and the pickets went into 
temporary eclipse. Then, after dark, beef- 
steaks, vegetables, and pastries were smug- 
gied in from nearby grocery shops, and the 
hungry families hugged themselves with joy 
@s they finally sat down to their dinners. 


Defies Orders of Flat Owner. 

Perry says no milk or bread will be de- 
livered this morning. He also says he is 
fighting for honor and that the contest has 
only begun. He says he is ‘‘ good ’’ to hold 
out for four months. He lives in the base- 
ment, under the apartments of J. L. Du- 
plissis, owner of the building. In these 
rooms the former janitor has intrenched 
himself and refuses to budge. He refuses 
admittance to the owner, and he refuses 
to consent that any food be brought to the 
eighty people whose wants ne has been 
accustomed to tend. 

“He can’t put me out!” Perry said last 
evening of his former employer. ‘“ He has 
tried and has failed. I have had the best 
of the thing so far, and I can stay here four 
months. And that is exactly what I am 
going to do. I have 454 of support and 
can hold out. . 

‘‘In the first place the whole difference 
was over a broom. I needed a new one to 
sweep the newly fallen snow and bought 
it on Mr. Duplissis’ account. He objected, 
told me I must use an old one, and then 


said he didn’t need me any longer.”’ 


Owner Still Possesses Hope. 

Above the defiant lord of the building the 
owner was found, just returning from firing 
the furnace. He had Perry served with a 
writ yesterday to force him to vacate, and 
expressed the hope he would have some- 
thing to say about the building in two or 
three weeks. 

‘I discharged Perry for cause,” he said. 
**I told him he might remain a few days so 
he could get work elsewhere. But when the 
time: limit had expired he had concluded he 
liked my place pretty well, and he thought 
heewould not move. 

“On Thursday a new man came to care 
for the building. I did not dare to put him 
in the basement and could not get him into 
Perry’s place, so I have had to furnish him 
board and room myself. 

Pickets Stop Delivery Boys. 

‘‘With the appearance of my new janitor 
the pickets came on the scene. A dozen of 
them have hovered about our corner at one 
time and another. One of the mostactive was 
a gigantic megro, who busied himself with in- 
tercepting delivery boys, telling them a 
strike was on and that they should not fetch 
in groceries. Other pickets did the «ame 

“The tenants were in danger of starving, 
for they were unable to get anything to eat. 
So I calied for police protection. ‘The tres- 
passers were ordered out and quiet restored. 
Then when darkness came on the grocers 
sent out a small cavalcade of wagons, driven 
by nonunion help, and smuggled in enough 
to keep the wolf from the door for a few 
hours. 

‘**I have been called on by the president 
of the Janitors’ union and by a committee. 
They argued with me and said I must keep 
Perry whether or no. I cannot remember 
the names of these representatives; all I re- 
call is that one was a one legged man, an- 
other had one eye, and the third was minus 
one arm.”’ 

Telephones Assist Tenants. 
- The tenants were in sore straits when they | 
saw the supplies for Chetr tables refused 
them. 

“Then I resorted to the telephone, ” one 
said. ‘‘ The strikers had taken away nearly 
all my other rights, but this means of com- 
munication remained and I could still keep 
in touch with the outer world. I called up 
some of my friends and enjoyed a social talk, 
told them not to come to dinner, and asked 
how it seemed to be free and independent. 
The telephone was also used to order gro- 
ceries, after dark and after the pickets had 
gone.”’ 

Other Janitors Seek Agreement. 

Other flat janitors have decided to postpone 
their strike until Monday. Their committee 
met real estate board members yesterday, but 
did not reach an agreement. Another meet- 
ing will be held on Monday, and if a settle- 
ment is not effected, it is said, a strike will 


be called.

MAY BE BROKEN. 


‘Compromise On Statehood Bill: 
Is Offered to Quay by 


; Party Leaders. 


LAST HOPE OF MAJORITY. 


If Not Accepted No Legislation Is 
~~ ‘Probable at Present Ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 

‘There was a meeting of the steering commit- 
tee of the senate late this afternoon for the 
purpose of devising a method by which the 
@eadlock existing in the senate could be 
brought to an end, a compromise on the 
‘statehood bill effected, ratification of the 
Panama canal, and Cuban reciprocity treat- 
ges secured, as well as the adoption of the ap- 
propriation bills, to prevent an extra session 
of one or both branches of congress. As a 
result of the meeting of the steering commit- 
tee a compromise on the statehood question 
has been offered to Senator Quay, which, if 
adopted, will clear the way for all business 
now before the senate. 

If the Pennsylvania boss declines to accept 
the proposition made to him by his republican 
colleagues the fight against statehood will 
be continued to the end of the session, and, 
whiess all signs fail, there will be an extra 
session of both branches of congress. It was 
apparent during the executive session today 
that the friends of the omnibus statehood 
bill would assist Senator Morgan in defeating 
the Colombian treaty and in consuming the 
remaining time of the session. This gave a 
new phase to the fight, and Senator Allison 
and his colleagues on the steering commit- 
tee met to discuss it. As a result the com- 
promise was offered to SenatorQuay. i

vioiating a pledge which, the paper said, he 
had made in the republican caucus on 
Wednesday to support the treaty to the 
exclusion of every other subject. He said 
such was not the case, but that, on the con- 
trary, he had protested to the last in the 
caucus against any action looking to the dis- 
piacement of the statehood bill. He called 
upon other senators to testify to this effect, 
and several did so, among them Senator 
Foraker, who said that he was quite sure 
that Senator Quay had made no such pledgc. 

When the senate reconvened today it was 
still in the executive session of Thursday, 
and al! the proceedings were behind closed 
doors. The Panama canal treaty was imme- 
diate.:y taken up, and Senator Morgan yield- 
ed the floor to Senator Burton [rep.], an 
advocate of the omnibus statehood bill. He 
Spoke especially of the importance of the 
passage of that measure, only indirectly re- 
fefring to the treaty. His contention was 
that, while the canal treaty might be a meri- 
torious measure, the statehood bill was 
eGuaily 50, and that it should be voted upon. 


Dubois Criticises Treaty. 


Mr. Dubois of Idaho followed with a speech 
_in criticis:: of the treaty and of what he 
characterized as the summary action of the 
republican caucus.

WISHES MORE BATTLESHIPS. 


President Anxious to See the American 
Navy More Nearly the Equal of 
Those in Europe. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is in hearty sympathy 
with the efforts of several members of the 
house naval committee for the adoption of 
the program for the enlargement of the navy 
by building at least four battleships each 
year for a number of years, so as to create a 


“navy near the standard of strength of the 


European navies. The president is con- 
cerned over the slow progress on the war 
vessels under construction, and at the cab- 
inet meeting today directed the secretary of 
the navy to ascertain if there was not some 
way in which the American warships could 
po built as quickly as those of European coun- 
tries. 

Several days ago the president requested 
Secretary Moody to make a written state- 
ment of the causes of delay in constructing 
the American ships. This was prepared by 
Admiral Bowles, chief of the bureau of con- 
struction and repair, and was submitted to 
the cabinet today. Mr. Roosevelt announced 
the report should be made public so as to 
advise the people of the causes of the delay. 

Admiral Bowles’ statement will be given 
to the press tomorrow. It will show that 
strikes at the shipyards, and inability of the 
shipbuilders to get the necessary material 
during and after the great steel strike, are 
the primary causes of delay, although the 
builders are blamed to some extent. 

The president, it developed today, also was 
concerned over the deterioration in the qual- 
ity of big gun target practice done by navy 
He had examined the reports of 
target practice, which showed that the gun- 
nery efficiency which existed at the time 
when he was assistant secretary of the navy, 
just before the Spanish-American war, had 
fallen off to a marked degree. 

In consequence of the concern teit % the 
president and Secretary Moody over this im- 
portant matter, Mr. Moody has started in to 
attempt to remedy the defect. One of the 
first results of this policy of improvement 
was the issuance of orders to three naval 
ordnance experts to observe and report upon 
the target work of the North Atlantic battle- 
ship squadron in the gulf of Mexico. 


GOV. CUMMINS IN WASHINGTON. 


Iowa Executive Visits President and 
Political Attitude of State Party 
Is Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—President 
Roosevelt today received a call from Gov. 
Albert B. Cummins of Iowa. While Gov. 
Cummins conveyed the impreseion that 
there was little political significance in his 
visit, it is known that he desires to discuss 
with President Roosevelt and others polit- 
ical questions of interest not only to Iowa 
but also to the entire country. The repub- 
lican state convention of Iowa will be held 
next summer. The platform to be made will 
be of importance, particularly as this is the 
year just preceding the presidential election. 
On account of the attitude assumed by the 
Iowa republicans under the leadership of 
Gov. Cummings on the tariff question. it is 
understood that the platform declarations of 
the Iowa republicans this year will be dis- 
cussed during the governor’s visit. It Is 
said to be the desire of Gov. Cummins. after 
consultation with the president and repub- 
lican leaders generally, to have the repub- 
lican. party of Iowa stand in harmonious re- 
lationsnip with the national leaders. 


CANAL DEAL NOT YET CLOSED. 


Panama Company Fails to Rep!y to 
Message Announcing Agreement 
to Buy All Rights. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—It is under- 
stood that the administration ts still await- 
ing @ reply from the representatives of the 
Panama Canal company in Paris in response 
to the cablegram of Attorney General Knox 
sent to President Bo of the canal company 
last Tuesday accepting the offer to sell the 
rights and franchises of the canal company 
to the United States for $40,000,000, ¢on- 
tingent on the ratification of the treaty by 
the United States senate. It is known there 
is considerable dissatisfaction on the part of 
the directors of the company at parting with 
the property for the amount stated, as they 
regard it worth more than that.

ADDICKS MACHINE 


George Kennan Gives More 
Details of Gas Magnate’s 
Domination of Delaware. 


HOW VOTES ARE BOUGHT. 


Unique Law Insures the Casting 
of Ballots After They Have © 
Been Purchased. 


New York, Feb. 20.—[Special.J—In this 


week’s Outlook George Kennan concludes 
his story, ‘‘ Holding Up @ State,” in which 
he quotes Mr. Addicks as saying that he had 
bought the Delaware senatorship and that 
he was going to have it, even if he had to 
buy it again. The article in part Is: 

“The most valuable and useful cog in Mr. 
Addicks’ machine is unquestionably the 
voters’ assistant. When the state of Dela- 
ware adopted the Australian ballot system 
it was thought necessary to provide the 
illiterate voter—and especially the negro— 
with expert assistance in marking his bal- 
lot. The governor was therefore empow- 
ered and directed to appoint for every poll- 
ing place two voters’ assistants—one from 
each of the two dominant parties—whose 
duty it should be to read or explain the bal- 
lot to the voter and assist him in marking It. 
It was not long before these voters’ assist- 
ants became—as Willard Saulsbury said in 
his letter to Gov. Hunn—mere tally clerks to 
see that purchased voters delivered goods. 

‘‘ As the union republican party In recent. 
elections has been one of the two principal 
parties it has had its own voters’ assistants 
and has used them to keep watch and tally > 
of its purchased vote. 


How Addicks Machine Works. 


“In practice the voters’ assistant part of 
Mr. Addicks’ machine consists of the secret 
booth, a corrupt voters’ assistant, a cashier's 
office, and a cashier. The workers make 
‘deals’ with purchasable voters before elec- 
tion day, and then furnish the cashiers with 
the lists of men bought and the amounts of 
money promised.

deposited, and then gives him something In 
the nature of a token, as proof that the goods 
bave been delivered. The voter thereupon 
goes to the cashier's office, surrenders the 
token, and receives the amount of money 
set opposite his name on the worker's list, 
which has previously been turned over to 
the cashier for the latter’s guidance, 

‘‘In Dagsboro, in last fall?’s election, they 
used a red celluloid button of peculiar form, 
which could not be obtained in Delaware. 
In Balfimore Hundred they had tin tags 
stamped ‘O. K.’ Tin tags were also used in 
Milford, Kent county. In other representa- 
tive districts the purchased voters were 
given a certain number of links of a small, 
fine chain, or peculiar, large headed, black 
pins, which they stuck in their coats when 
they went to the cashier’s office for settle- 
ment. Once when chestnuts were given as 
a token the anti-Addicks negroes tried to 
‘ring in’ ordinary chestnuts on the cashier, 
but found that the Addicks chestnuts had 
been marked. 

' Addicks a Bold Fighter. 

“Tt have left myself room only for a few re- 
marks concerning Mr. Addicks’ personal 
character.

If 
you'll put up $75,000 I'll put up another §75,- 
000, and with $150,000 I can buy up the whole 
democratic party in the southern part of the 
state. Then when I'm elected senator I can 
do a lot to help you manufacturers,’ ”’

GOTHAM INSURANCE/SWINDLE 
REVEALED IN ACONFESSION. 


Former Agent of Cincinnati Company 
Gives Inside Workings of Italian 
Conspiracy in New York. 


New York, Feb. 20.—[Special.]—Francis B. 
Foster has made a full confession in the case 
in which Joseph Trepani and five others are 
under arrest, charged with swindling life in- 
surance companies by substituting bodies. 

Foster says that he has been for many 
years the chief solicitingagent for the Union 
Central Life Insurance company of Cincin- 
nati, which has a branch office in this city. 
He admits that he made false identifications 
of seven bodies and succeeded in effecting the 
collection of $10,000 of fraudulent insurance 
from his company. He also says that short- 
ly before the death of old man Tromborula 
the conspirators, headed by the undertaker, 


Trepani, made arrangements to place $10,000 : 


additional insurance on his life. 


Foster as a Witness. 


Joseph Trepani, one of the accused, was 
taken before Magistrate Zeller of the Har- 
lem police court for examination today. Fos- 
ter was the principai witness against him. 
Foster said that he worked in conjunction 
with Bartolomeo Cirino, who had a barber 
shop at 2007 Second avenue, and Joseph 
Trepani, who is an undertaker at 2131 First 
avenue. Foster said that his relations with 
the gang of which these two men were 
leaders began in 1900. It was his part to 
irtroduce the physiclans who passed upon 
the applicants for insurance, and he got 
$400 on every $2,000 policy paid. He said he 
had not been admitted at once into the 
scheme, but his suspicions had been aroused 
because of the frequency of the deaths, and 
he finally went to Trepani about it. Over- 
tures were then made to him, which he ac- 
cepted. | 

Foster told about the proceedings which 
resulted when the Union Central company 
paid $2,000 oa the policywof Raefelo Trombo- 
rulo, who, according to Assistant District 


Attorney Krotel, is still alive.

** When I examined the body in the coffin,”’ 
said the physician, ‘“‘ I found it tobe that ofa 
much older man than the man I had exam- 
ined as Tromboroula on the day of the issu- 
ance of the policy. The examination of the 
body revealed the fact that there were gloves 
on the hands. When they were taken off I 
saw that the glove had been stuffed with cot- 
ton and that the right forearm was missing. 
The right foot was also missing, the shoe 
having been stuffed with a block of wood 
shaped like a foot. The lips had been sewn 
together so as to conceal the absence of 
teeth. The mouth was stuffed with cotton, 
causing the cheeks to puff out and give the 
body the appearance of being that of a much 
younger man.”

The commissioner had the records for the 
16th examined, but no record of Giuseppe or 
Joseph Ferraro could be found. The Italian 
insisted he had obtained his papers in that 
room on the date mentioned. Ferraro pro- 
duced what appeared to be a certificate of 
naturalization, but a glance told the com- 
missioner that not“only was his signature 
to the certificate forged but the paper itself 
and the seal of the United States court as 
well. Ferraro declared that on the 16th he 
went to the clerk's office of the court. He 
was approached by a man who demanded his 
business. » 
told I wanted my papers,” said 
Ferraro, “and he told me he would get them. 
Later he came back and handed me the cer- 
tificate and collected $2.50. Thinking it all 
right, I went home with the certificate.’””

The earl of Yarmouth, who will some day 


be the marquis of Hertford, is a descendant 


of the third marquis of Hertford, the noble- 
man who was ‘‘ damned to eternal fame ”’ by 
Thackeray as .the marquis. of Steyne in 
“Vanity Fair’ | 


Famous in “Vanity Fair.” 

That this Lord Hertford-was the prototype 
of the marquis of Steyne is indubitable, If 
any proof were lacking it could be supplied 
by the famous “ suppressed plate” of the 
marquis of Steyne, drawn by Thackeray 
eee for the first edition of ‘“ Vanity 

This was an excellent portrait, only slight- 
ly caricatured, of the third marquis of Hert- 
ford. It was said to have been withdrawn 
by Thackeray under threat of a libel suit 
made by the family. But the third marquis 
died in 1842. The first number of “‘ Vanity 
Fair ’’ appeared in 1847. It isan exceedingly 
difficult matter to libel a dead man. There- 
fore it is more probable that Thackeray with- 
drew the portrait either because he recog- 
nized its brutality or because some hint had 
reached him that the wood cut gave pain to 
persons then living. After Thackeray's 
death it was restored to some editions of 
“Vanity Fair,’ but it disappears from the 
final and definite “biographical edition ’’ 
prepared by Thackeray’s daughter’ 

Moreover, this Lord Hertford, like the mar- 


quis of Steyne, spent his last years in Italy. 


The style in which Lord Hertford lived is 
powerfully depicted in‘the few touches re- 
lating to Lord Steyne in the last part of 
“ Vanity ‘Fair '’'—the meeting at Prince Po- 
lonia's; the barouche, with its almost price- 
less- horses, containing the old voluptuary 
and the Italian beauty, which whirls past the 
forlorn Becky in the Roman avenue. 


Present Earl’s Many Titles. 


Miss Thaw’s fiancé at present is George 
Francis Alexander Seymour, earl of Yar- 
mouth. But if he survives his father he will 
hold the further titles of marquis of Hert- 
ford, earl of Hertford, and. Viscount 
Beauchamp of Hache, in Great Britain; 
Baron Conway of Ragley, in England, and 
Baron Conway of Killultagh, County An- 
trim, in Ireland. 

These titular and prenominal glories in- 
dicate that he is allied by blood and by fam- 
ily connections to some of the most illus- 
trious, the wealthiest, the most famous, and 
the most noted members of the ancient Brit- 
ish aristocracy. As a Seymour he is de- 
scended from the great Edward Seymour, 
duke of Somerset, lord protector in the reign 
of Edward VI., and from the hardly less dis- 
tinguished Sir Edward Seymour, who was 
speaker of the long parliament’in 1640-’53. 

Sir Edward’s son Popham -inherited the 
vast estates in England and Ireland of his 


cousin, Edward, earl.of Conway, who died 


childless in 1683, and was himself killed in 
a duel in 1699. Leaving no children, his es- 
tates devolved upon his brother, Francis 
Seymour, who was made an English peer in 
1702 by the title of Baron Conway of Rag- 
ley, and in 1712 an Irish peer by the title of 
Baron Conway of Killultagh. His son, also 
named Francis, was’ successively created 
Viscount Beauchamp, earl of Hertford, earl 
ot Yarmouth, and marquis jof Hertford, ali 
which titles remain in the family. 

The second marquis added additional 
wealth to the family by nis marriage to a 
daughter and coheiress of the wealthy Vis- 
count Irvine, the last’ of the name. 


Satired by Thomas Moore. 


In the latter years of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and the early years of the nineteenth 
the town residence of the marquis and 
marchioness of Hertford, on the north side 
ef Manchester square, was one of the gay- 
est and best known in all London. Moore's 
satirical poems contain frequent references 


‘to this abode, whereto the historical yellow 


carriage of the prince regent could be seen 
making its way almost every afternoon in 
the season. | 

The third marquis, whose fameis secure in 
Thackeray’s Vanity Fair,’ died in Italy, 
as already related. | | 

The fourth marquis, who succeeded to the 
titles and the estates in 1842, resided most of 
his life on the continent, and mainly at his 
magnificent palace, La Bagatelle, in Paris. 
He was distinguished asa patron of the arts, 
and he spent large sums in gathering to- 
gether from the treasure houses of Europe 
innumerable specimens of the painter's, the 
goldsmith’s, and the cabinetmaker’s art. In 
this congenial task he was assisted by a 
young Englishman, Richard Wallace (after- 
ward Sir Richard), the secret of whose con- 
nection with the Hertford family has never 
been acknowledged, but he is generally be- 
lieved to have been the illegitimate son of 
the fourth Lord Hertford. 


Will Contest Costs $2,000,000. 


This belief is strengthened by the fact 
that the fourth marquis by his will be- 
queathed all his real and personal estate to 
Sir Richard Wallace, who was compelled to 
pay $2,000,000 in cash to Sir Hamilton Sey- 
mour, who contested the will. Sir, Richard 
Wallace retained the wonderful artistic pos- 
sessions which the fourth marquis had col- 
lected, and when the Franco-German war 
and commune were over brought his spoils 
safely home, and exhibited them for a time 
at the Bethnal Green museum while he built 
the great galleries to hold them in Manches- 
ter square But even here they were not 


destined to bring much happiness to their 
possessor. 


After a short time Sir Richard 
Wallace was left heirless by a cruel stroke of 
fate. 

He died in 1890. His widow, on her deatha 
few years later, left the splendid inheritance 
and the mansion which houses it to the Brit- 
ish government. | 

Meanwhile the fifth marquis, a gentleman 
as universally respected ag was Sir Richard 
Wallace himself, had died in 1854, and was 
su . by his son, Hugh de Gray Sey- 
mour, who is still living and is the father of 
the earl of Yarmouth. |

JUDGE STEIN DEFENDS BILL 
AS DRAWN BY HIMSELF. 


He Urges Amendment to Let Names Ap- 
pear on Ballot More than Once—De- 
nies Any Hand in the Other Laws, — 


THe TRIBUNE received yesterday a letter 
from Judge Philip Stein ofthe Superior 
court. of Cook county expressing his views 

-on the subject of the judges’ bills. The let- 
ter is as follows: 

** Superior Court of Cook County, Chicago, 
Feb. 20, 1903.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
So much of surmise, conjecture, and half 
truth has been published during the last few 
days concerning the so-called ‘ judges’ 
bills’ 
full truth and the actual facts. This I pro- 
pose to do so far as my knowledge extends. 

‘““At the session of the legislature two 
years ago a bill was introduced to permit the 
names of candidates for judgeships to appear 
any number of times on the same ballot. It 

‘ passed one house but was not reached in the 
other. So far as known to me there was no 
opposition to it in the legislature; there cer- 
tainly was none in the newspapers or among 
the people. | 

Original Draft Changed. 


‘“‘ Last December two other judges and my- 
self, after a thorough discussion, thought it 
proper to renew the effort at the present ses- 
sion, and I was requested to draw the bill. 
This I did and submitted the draft to them 
As drawn and ap- 
proved it provided for the placing of the 
name of a candidate for judge on each and 
every ticket on the ballot, including a ticket 
by petition. This draft I showed to a fourth 


‘judge, who thought he could improve on it, 


and retained it for that purpose. That was, 
the last I saw of it or had anything to @o, 
with it. The next I heard of it was when Sen- 
ator Campbell. had introduced the bil! in t&e. 
legislature, and it then had been'so mayer 

he 
change was made without my knowledge, 


and I would not have consented to it had I 


been consulted. 

‘With the other bills I had absolutely 
nothing to do, and did not know of either of 
them or that such matters were being pro- 
posed or considered until after it had been an- 
nounced in the newspapers that they had 
been introduced in the legislature. I have not 
advocated their adoption, or spoken or written 
to any one to promote them. On the contrary, 
as soon as I heard of the bill designed to 
vest in the executive party committees the 
power to nominate candidates for judges I 
condemned it as wholly vicious and opposed 
‘to all sound principles of public policy. It 
is hardly necessary to say anything of the 
other bill, which proposed “to establish a 
special judge primary. I have not given it 
any particular consideration, but see nothing 
harmful about it. 

Reason for Present Law. 


‘“‘ A few words about the bill which I drew. 
Prior to 1897 the law did not prohibit the name 
of a candidate being on more than one ticket. 
Generally speaking, there is no good reason 
why there should be any such prohibition. 
But in that year both the regular parties 
combined against the populists to prevent 
them from fusing with the republican or the 
democratic party in different counties, as 
they, the populists, might deem best to 
further their election prospects. Hence alaw 
was passed by the joint action of both regu- 
lar parties whereby a candidate’s name could 
appear only once on the official ballot. Is 
there any good reason for its continued 
existence? There has always been in this 
community a general sentiment, as expressed 
in. the public press and otherwise, that all 
parties, and those proceeding by petition, be 
permitted to unite in placing upon their re- 
spective tickets the names of judges who 
have done well and for whose reélection there 


fs a general desire. 


_“ No just or reasonable man can doubt that 

had the bill intended to remove the prohibi- 
tion as first drawn been submitted by itself 
alone to the legislature it would in all prob- 
ability have passed both houses. But the 
other bills, especially the one giving the 
power to nominate to the executive commit- 
tees, confused the public mind as to the 
merits of the first and raised such a storm of 
obloquy and indignation as to doom all of 
them to an undiscriminating destruction. 
Yours respectfully, PHILIP STEIN.’

. ¢ Some of his chief lieutenants were positive, 
however, that these stories had not. the 
slightest foundation. ‘‘ Place no reliance In 
any such rumors,” exclaimed Private Secre- 
tary. Lahiff, “ because they are not based 
,on.facts at all. You probably remember how 
persistent John McGillen and ‘ Bobby’ 
‘Burke were in declaring up to the day he 
announced himself that Harrison would not 
be.a candidate. They. simply were talking 
for effect. These withdrawal! stories, I have 
good reason to believe, emanate from the 
same source, 
‘“‘The outcome of the committee orga 
tion fight made Mr. Harrison the logical 
candidate for renomination. Harrison con- 
sented to run knowing fully what the situa- 
tion was, and no matter how many other 
candidates come out, or who they are, he 
could not withdraw even if he might want 
to quit.”’ | 
Members of the campaign committee said 
much the same thing. Lahiff tried to make 
it appear that they have known all along 
what Darrow was going to do and also to 
show that their efforts to head him off were 
of the smallest consequence. In this, how- 
ever, he was not sustained by the others. 
Every influence they could muster in Har- 
rison’s behalf has been brought to bear upon 
the lawyer. 
things which operated against them was 
their statement that Darrow was under 
pledge to Harrison not to become a candi- 
date. Mr. Darrow was quoted as having 
‘stated that this report put him in a false 
position towards some of his friends, and 
that the surest way to refute it would be his 
entrance into the race. 


Constructing a Darrow Ticket. 


Mr. Darrow would add nothing to his for- 
mer statements, but the work of construct- 
ing a full Darrow ticket went on with his 
personal assistance. The scene of opera- 
tions was transferred to his office in the 
Ashland block. Mr. Darrow came from 
Springfield on the night train. Soon after 
his arrival D. L. Cruice, George A. Schilling, 
Robert Lindblom, William E. Burnes, and 
others of the leaders assembled and spent 
the day in conference with him. The special 
committee got down to business and began 
preparing the address which will be pre- 
sented to Darrow this afternoon. 

When he has heard the reasons why he 
should run for mayor Mr. Darrow in reply 
will make the deferred forma] announcement 
of his candidacy. It is‘understood, too, that 
the names of his running mates will be 
made known at that time.

It was said that 
Ernest Hummel would not refuse this place 
should Mr. Darrow offer it to him. 


Address to Mr. Darrow... 

The address to Mr. Darrow will discuss the 
referendum, municipal ownership, franchise 
extensions, and the rights of labor, and then 
assure him that he is the one man of all men 
to give the city the kind ofan administration 
it needs. The address will be anything but 
complimentary to the administration of 
Mayor Harrison. 

A story came out of the mayor’s office that 
there was one chance left to keep Darrow 
‘from running. It was that if Mr. Harrison 
could satisfy the laboring people that he 
Would oppose any extension of the street rail- 
wag franchises and stand for municipal own- 
‘ermnip at once they would stick to him and 
‘tell Darrow to quit. Jt was said that a dele- 
gation had been appointed to call on him. 
Bat the labor officials said they knew noth- 
ing about such a plan.

Although Beaten in Total Pins 
Wood’s Men Win the De- 
ciding Contest.

Association of Country Buyers 
So Powerful It Controls 
Commission Men. 


DRIVES OUT ALL RIVALS. 


Exacts Big Margins and Holds 
_ Producers in Several States 
at Its Mercy. 


Farmers in the states adjacent to the Chi- 
cago market are losing thousands of dollars 
daily through the operations of an associa- 
tion of grain dealers which is alleged to be 
conducting a successful boycott on all out- 
siders who attempt to engage in the grain 
business. 

Commission men in this city, with their 
abundant capital and their prestige in busi- 
ness, are powerless to handle consignments 
of grain without the sanction of this asso- 
ciation and are growing restless under the 
restraint imposed upon them. 

Scores of small dealers have been: forced 
out of business because they paid farmers 
@ much ereater price for grain than the asso- 
ciation is willing to pay. 


Force Out All Competitors. 


“The grain dealers of Chicago recognize - 


that a great wrong is being perpetrated,” 
said a member of one of the leading com- 
mission firms of the city yesterday, ‘** but it 


Kas seemed impossible._to do anything to 


remedy matters. The organization is known 
as “The National Grain Dealers’ associa- 
tion,’ and federated with it are state asso- 
clations in Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and 
Kansas. 

‘“ This association refuses to allow com- 
petitors in the field. When grain is started 


to this city by independent dealers a letter | 


is sent to the consignee warning him not 
to handle theshipment. The penalty threat- 
ened is the cutting off of the commission 
firm from dealing with any member of the 
association, and so widespread is its mem- 
bership no commission house dare defy it, 
and the small dealer finds himself with no 
market for his purchases.’’. 


Sample of Warning Letters. 
Here is a sample of the communications 


received daily from the state branches of 


the association: 
“We desire to advise you that the Iowa 


‘Grain Dealers’ association does not recog- 


nize farmers’ elevator companies. We shall 
use all legitimate means to protect our mem- 
bers from such competition, a competition 
that if successful means that the grain 
dealer who would earn a timate profit 
must go out of business. We state our po- 
sition plainly that you may decide on such 
a policy toward these farmers’ elevator 
companies as you may consider for your 
best interests, and hope you will continue 
to work in harmony with us.” 


Where the Farmers Lose. 


Questioned as to the losses resulting to 
farmers from the methods of the association, 
the commission man continued: 

** Prices made by the association are much 


. @nder those which the farmers’ organizations 


aré willing to pay, sometimes running 5 cents 
under the quotations of sales. The resultant 
loss has run into hundreds of thousands of 


dollars in the two years of the life of the 


association.’’ 

At many points the farmers built a small 
elevator,and after hauling their grain there 
left its sale toa trustedrepresentative. They 
thus obtained much more for their products 
that the association buyers were willing to 
pay, but, being deprived of a market, they 
could not continue business. | 


Injures Commission Men. 
> 
As to the losses resulting to the commission 


, men of Chicago, the aggregate is stupendous. 


One firm was cut off from a shipper in a 
town who had paid the local 
house on an average of $1,500 commission 
annually for a number of yéars. Not only 
did the firm lose the customer and the resul- 
tant profits of the business, but for presum- 
ing to do business alone it was driven out. 
, “This cannot run on mych longer,” con- 
‘tinued the commission , “and I predict 
general rebellion among the commission 
houses of Chicago. All that prevents its out- 
break now is the lack of a method of pro- 
cedure that would prove effective.”

COURTS 
OF AUSTIN CRUSADE. 


Will Rale on Whether the Protest- 
ing Citizens Have a Right to Press 
Pheir Claims for Cheaper Service— 
Action Is Brought in the Name of 
Frank G. Jones and Is Directed 
Against: E. Golden. 


| 


The Northweatern, Gaslight and, Coke 
compahy replied yesterday to the residents 
of Austin and the Thirty-fifth ward, who ob- 
ject to paying more than 18 cents a thousand 


feet for their gas. : 

Acting on behalf of the | company, Ww. W. 
Gurley filed a bill for an injunction in the 
United States Circuit court directed against 
William E. Golden, who is the leader in the 
proposed crusade, legal and otherwise, to 
secure cheaper gas. 

The bill is brought in the name of Frank 
G. Jones of Memphis, Tenn., the owner of 
620 shares of stock in the gas company. He 
is a nominal plaintiff, the gas company be- 
ing the real party in interest. While the 
bill is directed against only Mr. Golden, 
leave is asked of the court to make such 
other parties defendants as may become 
necessary in course of the proceedings. By 
such a provision a way is sought to reach 
any other residents of the ward in case they 
show a tendency to fight the gas company. 

Among the allegations in the bil! are these: 

That, the company is threatened with a multi- 
plicity of suits brought by irreaponsible parties. 

That the company will be seriously inconven- 
fenced in case it is compelled to answer to various 
suits in the courts. 

That the ordinance under which the Austinites 
hope to proceed ig illegal. — 

The motion for an injunction wili be ar- 
gued, probably before Judge Grosscup, when 
Attorney Gurley returns from the east. 
Mr. Golden and the other residents of the 
Thirty-fifth ward who contemplate a cru- 
sade on the company will be represented 
by Attorney C. N. Goodwin, formerly assist- 
ant corporation counsel for the city. 

“The bill in my opinion will-not hold,” 
said Mr. Goodwin. ‘*‘The fede court 
clearly has no jurisdiction in the case. Mr. 
Golden and a number of others intended 
bringing a test suit against the compan 
to get a ruling from the courts on the 1 
ity of the ordinance under which they claim 
the company is charging too much for their 
gas. We are confident that Judge Gross- 
cup will refuse to grant an injunction when 
the motion. is heard.’’ | 

“ We do not object to any legitimate test 
in the courts of the validity of this ordi- 
nance,”’ said Attorney Gurley. “ Indeed, the 
Supreme court is now considering an app¢al 
from a suit begun before Judge Baker tou 
ing the validity of the gas ordinance. Wedo, 
however, take violent exception to the meth- 
ods which Mr. Golden has threatened to 
adopt in the bringing of a number of petty 
suits againstws. Such a multiplicity of suits 
is against the principle.of our courts, and 
therefore we have vagecihe to the federal 
court for relief.’’ 


FEARS “COLD AIR CURE” | 
IN BRIDEWELL 


William Smith Tells Justice Dooley That 
Punishment Shattered His Health — 
Prison Officials Deny Story. 


“The cold air cure,” ts| the latest method 
in discipline 
a former prisoner, William Smith. As a 
result of the. alleged treatment Smith de- 
clares that his health has been shattered. 
He looked to be a sick man as he stood 
in the presence of Justice Dooley yesterday. 

Smith, who is colored, declared that he 
would sooner be sentenced to death than 
compelled to undergo punishment at the 
bridewell.

that we will have from the pen of this 
writer. “‘Thank God,” many people 
‘will say; others will regret that he did not 
‘jive long enough to complete the series upon 
‘which he was working, and to write many 
‘more of those novels which his admirers be- 
iMeved were the greatest tracts ever written. 
‘Truth ” is the third in this series) of which 
'*Pruitfulness and ‘‘ Labor,”’ to give them 
‘their English titles, were the predecessors. 
Wola never wrote without a purpose, and he 
was never more in earnest in his purpose 
‘than in this volume, which, as were the oth- 
‘ws, is translated by his friend of many years’ 
@anding, Ernest A. Vizetelly. Each of the 
free books so far written in this series was 
igritten to right wrongs that Zola felt to the 
marrow of his bones. There was to have 
been another novel in this series called ‘* Jus- 


tice,” but that was not begun at the time of | 


bis death. 


The Dreyfus case is the foundation of the 


present story. It is not a soldier who is 
wrongfully accused of a crime in the novel, 
but a schoolteacher, a Jew, who is accused 
of murdering a boy; one of his pupils. The 
scene of the book is laid in a small village in 
France, but neither the Jew who is accused 
of the murder nor the scene has any particu- 
lar bearing on the story. One forgets all 
about the man’s trial and condemnation in 
the discussion of the state of affairs in France 
as Zola saw them. -Marc Froment and Gen- 
evieve, his wife, are the two principal figures 
in the story. Marc is a schoolteacher and a 
free thinker. He believes in the innocence 
of Simon, the Jew, who is being accused of 
murder, and his wife, who is under the influ- 
ence of her mother and grandmother, both 
religious fanatics, becomes estranged from 
dim. This episode of the story seems to have 
‘ appealed directly to the translator for “ per- 
gonal reasons,’’ for he adds, “ Happily my 
“home never knew so fierce a conflict.” But 


he goes on to say:

The church, having taken possession ef woman, 
has used her as its most powerful weapon of 
propaganda and enthrailment. At the first moment 
an obstacle certainly arose. Was not woman all 
shame and perdition, a creature of sin and terror, 
before whom the saints trembled? Vile nature had 
fet its trap in her, she was the source of life, she 
was life itself, the contempt of which was taught 
by the church. And so fora moment the latter de- 
nied a soul to woman, the creature from whom men 
of purity fled to the desert, in danger of succumbing 
if the evening breeze wafted to them merely the 
odor of her hair. Beauty and passion being cast

In *‘ Pictures of Swedish Life; of, Svea and 
Her Children” (The Engberg-Holmberg 
Publishing company) Mrs. Woods Work has 
given such a view of life in modern Sweden 
as could be written only by a person who has 
lived in the country many years and is inti- 
mately acquainted with its firesides, high and 
low. 

Mother Svea, a far off cousin to Britannia 
and Columbia, has evidently, says the author, 
discovered the fountain of perpetual youth. 
‘“*In full vigor and beauty she reigns in her 


ancient customs in an aristocratic and in- 
dependent manner quite her own.”’ 

The life of the Swedish man and womanin 
city and country, their education and re- 
ligion, their everyday doings, their likes and 
dislikes, and their joys and sorrows from the 
day when as toddlers they are taught to 
make a bow, or the pretty bobtail courtesy 
that is “‘ like the dimpling of a cork witha 
minnow’s nibble,’”’ to the time when ‘‘ tender 
care conceals the old man’s deficiencies, or 
shuts him up in a circle where he is still 
precious,”’ are fully and accurately de- 
scribed.

Count Kielmansegge’s Journal of a Visit 
There. Now First Printed. 

Often the finest impressions of novelty 
come to us from that which is old. Itisa 
delightfully entertaining as well as instruc- 
tive narrative of travel and observation 
given in a “‘ Diary of a Journey to Englandin 
the Years 1761-1762," by Count Frederick 
Kielmansegge.. (Longmans, Green & Co.) 

“‘One day, on looking through’ my library 
at my German home,” says the Countess 
Kielmansegge, editor and translator, ‘I 
came upon a manuscript written by my hus- 
band’s great-grandfather in the years 1761- 
1762, in which he describes, for the benefit 
of his German family and friends, the coro- 
nation of George III., which he witnessed, 
London and its sights, the society of that 
day, and ‘his visits to various towns and 
places in England. It appeared to me some 
of the impressions of a foreigner in Eng- 
land in those days would be of interest to 
my own country people; I therefore deter- 
mined to translate them.”’ No one will read 
the book without being grateful to the trans- 
lator for her kindly thought and service. 
In various ways the narrative presents a 
wonderfully vivid and realistic picture of the 
time. How the England of that date has 
grown up to be the England of our day in 
many respects so different is more than 
even a wonder. Glimpses are here given of 
old phases of English society from top to 
bottom, such as no formal history could so

A Good Story of the Revolutionary War.

HE slouching, silent, taciturn Grant 
has not been a favorite hero of ro- 
mance. The stately Washington, the 
dogmatic Hamilton, the insidious 
Burr, the indomitable Jones, the can- 
onized Lincoln, have been excellent and pop- 
ular subjects. But Grant has not been amen- 
able to the celebration of the enthusiast. 
His personality was not sufficiently mag- 
netic, his private life had about it a plain 
rectitude, his yictories were achieved by 
methods too unscientific, too obstinate, too 
undramatic, to hold the imagination of the 
romancer in search of the picturesque. Had 
he lived in the days of heroic descriptive 
nomenclature he might, like another perti- 
nacious fighter, have. been named “ The 
Hammer.” | 


novel, comes a book called by the excellent 
title, “‘ The Captain,’”’ and written by Church- 
iii Williams, author of “J. Devlin—Boss,”’ 
which has imprisoned in its pages the per- 
sonality of the Tanner. The author has not 
ventured to take liberties with Grant, even 
in his imagination. Something in that self- 
reliant and unsociable figure forbade him, no 
doubt. He writes of him as old neighbors 
beheld him, and, by making one of these 
neighbors a member of Grant’s staff during 
the war, and also the hero of the story. 
whose youthful adventures cylminate the day 
Grant concluded the siege of Vicksburg, he 
has been able to give a comprehensive history 
of ‘“‘The Captain’ without pretending to 
enter into his confidence. All of which: is 
much in keeping, and shows taste and con- 
straint. 

The scene opens with Grant—whose name 
is not once mentioned-in the book—in the 
Gravois wood, shaping the logs for his home. 
He already has known many ventures, and 
failed in most of them. This is a humble 
hazard of new fortunes. The author says: 
“ The ax flashed in the autumn sunlight, and 
bit deeply into the log. The axman meas- 
ured each blow, his feet well apart, his bodw 


| rocking on the hips. He was of middle 


height, broad and sinewy. His shirt was 
open at the neck, his overalls tucked into 
rusty high bogts. His slouch hat lay on the 
ground, and to his heavy brown hair and 
short beard clung many chips. Presently he 
straightened himself, drew a hand across his 
forehead, and looked up. It was a grave face, 
square and strong, two tiny furrows where 
the generous nose-sprang from the broad 
brow, the lips well set, the chin firm. The 
gray eyes, a little weary at the corners, 


brightened as they swept the columns of oak 
afid spruce and the dark clumps of under- 
brush, whose spice filled the nostrils.” 

The author pictures the captain’s little 
boy and baby girl as playing near him, 
building chip housés, and together they dis- 
cuss the home they are to have. | 

The neighbors are shy of this new man, who 
makes small effort to win them. They 
hold him in some disrespect because he 
shows an inability or a disinclination to 
govern his four slaves, and it is soon known 
that he thinks much upon the question of 
abolition, and is anxious to draw out his 
neighbors upon the subject. He gives ut- 
terance to’ his immortal aphorism of stick- 
ing to the undertaken task. He says to 
David Ford, the young hero of the story, 
“When you make up your mind to do any- 
thing, do it, if it takes forever.” 

But he is unable to live up to his own 
adage. Whatever he turns his hand to 
seems to fail. He gave up farming in Gra- 
vois for the real estate business in St. Louis; 
applied for a position in the city engineer's 
office and could not get it; went to Galena 
to take a place in his father’s leather 
store, and finally entered upon a long, dis- 
couraging experience in the army, in which 
he was ‘put down at almost every point. He 
was set at contemptible clerical tasks, cheat- 
ed of honors, held in dislike by the men in 
command, and regarded with something akin 
to fear by the rank and file. But all this, of 
course, is history. History, however, too 
“seldom lacks the psychological touch—the 
thing which the novelist supplies and which 
explains the immense enthusiasm that has 
been felt for the historical novel. Mr. Will- 
iams has provided that touch. He lends to 
the figure of Grant a pathos which has not 
been ordinarily a part of the mental picture 
the commonality has held of him, His dogged 
perseverance under great discouragements 
compels the respect, and because young 
David Ford is made to regard him with 
affection the reader presently finds himsélf 
doing the same thing.

macy.

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The frequently men- 
tioned memoirs of the late M. de Blowitz 
will surely be published next summer. The 
famous London Times correspondent’s inti- 
mate knowledge of the inner workings of 
European diplomacy and his talent for mak- 
ing political subjects attractive and inter- 
esting to the general reader won him the 


high sounding appellation of “ Prince of 


Journalists.” His memoirs will excite 
much curiosity. Sidney. Appleton, repre- 
senting the firm of D. Appleton & Co., has 
secured the American rights for this im- 
portant work, having begun negotiations 
with the author nearly a year before he died. 

The book will be rich, of course, in anec- 
dotes of the sovereigns and statesmen who 
have played a leading part in the history of 
the last half century. The adopted son of 
the author, M. Stephane .Lausanne de 
Blowitz, editor of the Paris Matin, whose 
wife is an American woman, contributes the 
first chapter describing the childhood and 
youth of M. de Blowitz. Other chapters are 
entitled: “‘How I Became a. Journalist,” 
“Alphonse XII. Proclaimed King,” “‘ The 
French Scare of 1875,"" “The Berlin Con- 
gress,’ ‘‘ Gambetta and Bismarck,” “ What 
the Sultan Told Me,” “ Exile of the French 
Princes,”’ ‘‘ How Bismarck Retired.” 

The distinguished artist, Lady Butler, well 
known as Elizabeth Thompson, painter of

MR. ALDEN WRITES OF CURRENT 
LITERARY TOPICS IN LONDON.

ONDON, Feb. 11.—London is inter- 
ested, judging from the comments of 
the press, in the new international 
language called “‘ Esperanto.’’ So far 
as I have been able to learn any facts 
about the new language, it isa great improve- 
ment on Volaptik, which was preposterous 
from beginning to end. Volapiik was not a 
simple language, and simplicity is the one 
thing which is required if we are to have an 
international language. Esperanto is far 
simpler, and to that extent is an improve- 
ment on Volaptik, but it still is far from be«+ 


_Ing an ideal language in point of simplicity. 


Most people fancy that Arabic is a difficult 
language, and so it is, owing to certain pe- 
cullarities in it which are quite unnecessary. 
But in its main structure Arabic is simplicity — 
itself. -A new international language based 
on Arabic and pruned of the eccentricities of 
Arabic would meet a great want. It does 
seem absurd that all the world should have 
to learn eight or ten separate languages 
when one simple language would meet all 
the necessities of daily intercourse. Proba- 
bly Esperanto will go the way of all other 
experiments of the kind, and will be soon for-. 
gotten, but the inventor is at least entitled 
to the credit of having grasped the idea that 
simplicity should be his aim, and although 
he has not been entirely successful in carry- 
ing out that idea, he has made an effort in 


the right direction. 


Mr. George Burgin's new novel, The 
ters of Silence,” is decidedly the best thing 
he has done. It is the story of a man who 
was educated in a Trappist convent in Caner 
ada, and then turned out into the world, . In. 
this book Mr. Burgin seems to be more him- 
self than in any of his previous books. That 
is to say, the influence of other writers is 
no longer visible. All of us who do any writ+ 
ing aro influenced by the books we have read. 
I know of one well known novelist who habit- 
ually saturates himself with the books of 
this or that author before sitting down to 
write a novel. The result is that in each 
of his books the influence of some one else 
is to be perceived, though that influence is 
not of a sort that suggests imitation. In 
some of Mr. Burgin’s earlier books the in- 
fluefice of Bret Harte was visible, though he 
could not be honestly accused of imitating 
Harte. I have read his new book with great 
pleasure, and doubtless it will be republished 
in America, especially as the scene of the 
book is laid on American, that ia to say, 


Mr. Arnold Bennett achieved popularity by 
his “Great Babylon Hotel,” and later on 
he achieved a solid reputation by his “Anna, 
of the Fivé Towns.”

“Anna,” but ft is good substantial meélo- 
drama, and is interesting and amusing.

There are 
those who insist that an author has no right 
to meddle with politics. That, of course, is 
based on the assumption that politics is a

If Mr. Kipling 
chooses to jnterest himself in the politica] 
affairs of his country, no one has a better 
right so to do, So long as we do not object 
to the election of lesser literary men to the’ 
house of commons We surely ought not to ob- 
ject to Mr. Kipling when he undertakes to 
deal with politics as well as with poetry and 
romance. | |

AND OTHER MATTERS. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
ARIS, Feb, 10.—At last, after years of 
struggle and waiting, 
ecademy, the rival immortal body to 
* the French academy, éxists, and will 
soon be invited to feast in celebration, 
for the Goncourts loved banquets, and have 
left precious commands upon that subject 
to the executors and heirs of their fortune. 
Every one had about given up hope as far 
as the definite existence of the academy was 
concerned. Mme. Humbert herself hardly 
had more lawsuits than the unfortunate 
academicians, assailed upon all sides by con- 
testants of the Goncourt will. Fortunately 
the academy came across a good lawyer, who 
triumphantly won the case before the state 
council, which consented at last to recognize 
the public utility of the Goncourt academy— 
that is to say, to sanction its existence. 

The history of the academy is interesting. 
While the Goncourt brothers were rich, suc- 
cessful, and féted, they were always at war 
with the traditional official French academy 
set. To the latter they were never admitted, 
and to spite the immortals they decided to 
foundan academy of their own. In France lit- 
térateurs are banded together in cliques, and 
the Goncourt coterie was a strong one in op- 
position to the academy set. At their hotel 
at Auteuil the Goncourts held the fort, gath- 
ering around them during the latter part of 
their lives a group of writers who acknowl- 
edged their leadership. Originally the 
brothers planned their academy as a literary 
academy, confined to ten members, who 
would each be entitled -to $1/200 a year pen- 
sion, and whose duties would be confined to 
awarding an annual prize of 5,000 francs toa 
needy Hterary man and to frequently unit- 
ing for an academic dinner, for the brothers, 
as I have seid, were firm believers in the 
beneficial results of copfraternal dinners.

Unfortunately the lawsuits, difficulties, and 
low sales of the Goncourt property have con- 
siderably reduced the capital of the Gon- 
court academy, and it is impossible for the 
members to draw a $1,200 pension at present, 
so it has been decided to allow. the interest 
to accumulate until the capital reaches the 
sum necessary to produce the stipulated 
pension, the only exception being the award 
of the 5,000 france prize, which will be regu- 
larly awarded each year. 

Before his death Edmond de Goncourt com- 
menced his lists of academy members. ‘fhe 
first of these bore the names of Gustave 
Flaubert, Paul de Saint-Victor, Fromentin, 
Barbey d’Aurevilly, Leon Cladel, Theophile 
Gautier, Theodore de Banville de Chenne- 
vierés, Louis Veuillot, and Valles. It is cu- 
rious to relate that not one of the original 
members chosen is now a Gpncourt acade- 
for those named in the first list 
either died or ceased to please the capricious 
Goncourt, whose irritability was proverbial, 
and he made a new list. This list comprised 
Theodore de Banville, Valles, Barbey d’Au- 
révilly, Guy de Maupassant, Paul Bourget, 
Pierre Loti, Emile Zola, Alphonse Daudet, 
Joris Kar! Huysmans, Henri Ceard. Death 
again interfered with Goncourt’s selection, 
the first four on the second list died. Bour- 
get, Loti, and Zola posed their candidature 
for the Academie Francaise, and Ceard had 


‘a dispute with Goncourt which cut him off 


the list. 


Not a whit discouraged Goncourt made a 
new list, retaining Alphonse Daudet and J. 
K. Huysmans, to whose names he added 
Octave Mirbeau, Gustave Geoffroy, Leon 
Henrique, Justin and Henri Rosny, Paul 
Marguerite. Two names remained to be 
added when death in turn surprised Gon- 
court himself, followed by that of Alfhonse 
Daudet, so three yacancies remained to be 
filled. These were given to Leon Daudet, 
Elemir Bourges, and Lucien Descares. Lit- 


erary talent was not the only consideration. 


which decided the election of the new mem- 
bers, for Goncourt desired ¢specially to aid 
independent, struggling littérateurs, and to 


| this class the three latter belong—indeed, 


save Mirbeau, the Rosnys, and Paul "Mar- 
guerite, all the Goncourt academicians are 
in modest circumstances and the pension is 
in consequence a godsend, and, as Goncourt 
wished, double that accorded by the oficial 
Academie Francaise. 

Outside of France little is: dein about the 
new academicians. Paul Marguerite and his 
brother, Victor, are celebrated in France 
for their romances of the war of 1870. Lately 
they have gained extraordinary notoriety 
by their efforts to make divorce easy and ob- 
tainable, practically, upon simple demand. 
The Rosing brothers, like the Marguerite 
brothers, write their novels together, the 
ordinary French novel, which they grind 
eut in prodigious numbers. | 

Every one knows of Octave Mirbeau, more 
as a close friend of Zola, and associated with 
him in the Dreyfus case, than as a novelist. 
Yet he is quite well known in a certain lit- 
erary set and wrote the shocking “ Journal 
d'une femme de chambre,” the publication 
of which was prohibited in nearly every con- 
tinental country but France. A new de- 
parture, in a sense—that is to say, a play— 
“ Les Affaires sont les Affaires ’’ (‘‘ Business 
Is Business "’)—has just been produced at 
the Comédie Francaise by Mirbeau. ! 

J. K. Huysmans is the father of 
pessimism "’ in France, but describes it so 
picturesquely that he is readily forgiven. 
He has been everything from a modest fun- 
tionaire to a Benedictine lay monk, for some 
time ago he created an immense sensation 
by tentatively joining the Benedictine order 
and establishing himself in the shadow of 
one of their buildings. The government hav- 
ing expelied the Benedictines, Huysmans 
found himself alone near a closed monastery. 
So he came back to Paris and reéntered the 
world, not caring to follow his lay brothers 
into exile. Some of his works have real his- 
torical value. 

Leon Henrique has published few works 
and is hardly known even in Paris, but at- 
tracted the attention of the Goncourts by his 
originality. Elemir Bourges is another ob- 
scure writer who gives promise, it appears, 
but whose “ chef @’ceuvre ”’ lis yet to be writ- 
ten, while Lucien Descares is still less known 


to the public. | 


Leon Daudet, the youngent of the bind, is 
already known for a great promise of talent, 
which, however, as in several other cases, 
remains to be proved; and, if Goncourt's the- 
ory is a correct one, that men would write 
better books if they were not thinking about 


their bread and butter, we ought to soon 


have a series of chef d'cuvtes to distract us. 

It is proposed to accord the prize of one 
$1,000 which the Goncourt academy is an- 
nually charged to distribute to Charles 
Louis Philippe, author of fs Pére Perdrix,” 
which I have already described. Philippe 
is what I would term “a little Zola.” ana 
while lacking Zela’s greatness possesses 
some qualities which one ae be glad to 
tind in Zola’s works. 

Zola’s last work, “ Verité,” will be pub- 
lished next month by Fasquelle, a posthumous 
unfinished work, an extraordinary monu- 
nent of the man’s confidence in himself, to 
have actually allowed the commencement of 
the publication of a seria! story without even 
having finished the final chapter. True, the 
theme is a carelessly disguised Dreyfus case, 
and Zola knew his subject too well to fear 
for the dénouement, but the unfinished vol- 
ume is almost a monument to Zola's belief 
in his own powers. 

I notice in an announcement of a complete 
edition of Zola's works that the list, including 
“ Verité,” makes exactly forty-eight 
umes, representing his life’ . work,

ONSIDERING the vast amount of ma- 
terial there is in the topic of “ In- 
surance and Crime,’’ Alexander Colin 

Campbell, who has just written a 

book on the subject. has done well 
to keep it within its 408 octavo pagés. There 
will be many insurance men who will re- 
sent the linking of the two words, and will 
insist that it would be just as well to write 
of banking and crime or medicine and crime, 
but they take a superficial view of the ques- 
tion. They know, perhaps better than the 
rest of the world, how easily and how often 
the beneficent purposes of insurance are 
made the opportunity for evil deeds, and 
that there are and have been lax princi- 
ples and methods in the transaction of the 
business which, have almost tnvited crime. 

In view of this, Mr. Campbell takes the 

reasonable position of pointing out sueh de- 

fects in an otherwise most admirable and 
beneficial institution, and suggesting rea- 
sonable remedies. All branches of instr- 
ance—marine, fire, accident, and life—are 
ccnsidered, and in each Mr. Campbell has 
revealed loopholes for wrongdoing and has 
enforced his point with notable instances. 

In life Insurance, for instance, he recalls 

at length the almost incredible exploits of 

Holmes, who planned so much of his flend- 

ish work in this city, and whose motive was 

to get the insurance on the victims he 
80 ruthlessly. (G. P. Putnam's 
ns. 


No other special Locntity of London city is 
so crowded with légal, literary, and other 
historic associations as what is known as 
“The Inner and Middle Temple.’’ And the 
erudite author of the book with this title 
has reveled in the marvelous historic and 
traditional wealth of his theme. (James 
Pott & Co.) It is a volume of 400 pages, en- 
riched with numerous illustrations, quota- 
tions, and personal allusions innumerable. In 
reading such a book as this one comes in con- 
tact with the live core of a pretty large and 
consequential part of English history. 


“The Coming City,"’ by Prof. Richard T. 
Ely, is not a large book, but it is one which 
not only deals with a large subject of burning 
interest to a great number, a fast increas- 
ing number) of enlightened men and women 
of our time, but is byas larly conscien- 
tious and thoughtful inv gator, who. has 
studied civic and social and economic condi- 
tions at first hand; and this, too, with a con- 
stant recognition of tendencies that are in- 
evitable. It is, in fact, because Dr. Ely 
lives so vividly in the future that he is In so 
fine a way a thinker and teacher for his own 
time. 

After four years of incarceration in the 
Tombs and the death chamber at Sing Sing 
prison, charged with a heinous crime, Ro- 
land B. Molineux sketches his impressions 
and sensations in a book to which he has 
given the striking title, ‘“‘ The Room with 
the Little Door,” published by G. W. Dil- 
lingham & Co. There is a class of morbid 
persons who will seek this volume in an 
excess of avid curiosity, but it is doubtful 
if their mawkish expectations will be real]- 
ized. A keener analyst might have accom- 
plished more, but few are subjected to the 
misfortunes that have fallen to the lot of 
the present author. There are bits of hu- 
mor of. a grim and forbidding sort; 
here and there is an epigram, more or less 
well turned. and everywhere are bitter an- 
imadversions against the district attorney 
and his course in conducting prosecutions 
for alleged murder. 

Freed from the thraldom of red tape, 
Lionel Portman, late representative of his 
Britannic majesty and local Poo Bahinan 
inland town in the province of Lunda, which 
is somewhere in British east Africa, writes 
entertaihingly of his experiences, official 
and otherwise. Half a dozen sketches are 
.included in his volume, to which is given 
the title, “Station Studies.’" (Longmans, 
Green & Co.) Mr. Portman displays some 


» wit and a deal of satire of a genial, breezy 


nature, and tnough he pokes fun at his late 
employer, one cannot but see how deep is 
his respect for British ways and methods. 

Those who are interested in the art of 
burning pictures on wood may learn ail about 
it in a little pamphlet entitled “ Pyrography 
and Flemish Carving,’’ by T. Vernette Morse.

Of course there is no to hooks on 
although such books have already been put 
forth by the thousand. But Dr. Richard T. 


Holbrook jhas hit upon a new point of view 
for/the study of the immortal poet, “ Dante 


a the Anima! Kingdom” (the Macmillan 
company). The book, the author says, aims 
to set forth Dante’s whole philosophy of the 
animal kingdom, to show from what sources 
he derived his knowledge, and to what ends 
his knowledge is employed. 

It is a notably thorough piece of scholarly 
research which the author has conducted. 
The reader is likely to be a good deal sur- 
prised at not only the wide range of infor- 
mation that ie here brought together but 
the interpretative significance ofso much of 
it, and the great interest of the whole of it. 


Of course Dante himself is constantly using 
in his own way characteristic members of 
the animal kingdom, not for any scientific 
intereSt but as divinely authoritative bits of 
the infinite nature parable of the world, 
which was of such infinite interest to himself. 
A book of really-surprising importance and 
interest is “Economics of -Forestry,’’ by 
Bernhard E. Fernow, LL. D., director of the 
New York State College of Forestry, in Cor- 
nell university. (Thomas Y. Crowell & Co.) 
In its 500 pages the whole subject of forestry 
as an essential part of political economy is 
treated with extraordinary intelligence and 
convincing clearness and force of statement. 
Any one, statesman, student of political 
economy, or other layman, who desires to 
know just the position which forests and 
forestry should hold in our political house- 
keeping may find the facts in the case ad- 
mirably presented in this book. And it is a 
book that ought to have wide reading. 


Either Thoreau has been most exceptional- 
ly fortunate in his pet adulators and biogra- 
phers, or else there was something in him 
and in his time that has taken a strangely 
persistent hold on the memory and imagina- 
tion of the New England people. Here, for 
instance, is a new edition of ‘* Thoreau, the 
Poet-Naturalist, with Memorial Verses,”’ by 
William Ellery Channing. which now, after 
a lapse of forty years, as edited by F. B. 
Sanborn, is published by Charles BE. Good- 
speed. Altogether the volume is replete, in 
various ways, with curious interest. The 
genius of that Concord coterie of mutual 
admirers was, it must be admitted, some- 
times not a little queer, not to say fantastic. 


** Nuggets from a Welsh Mine,’’ by Olive 
E. Weston, consists of a collection of read- 
ings, sentences, and paragraphs from the 
published and unpubMshed writings, ser- 
mons, and lectures of the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones. The book, which is privately print- 
ed and published, is to be sold for the benefit 
and upbuilding of the Abraham Lincoln So- 
cial center, Its contents are arranged and 
subdivided under such headings as The Indi- 
vidual, The Home, The School, The Church, 
The City, The Nation, Art, Work, Science, 
Nature, Religion, Universal Brotherhood, 
Intellectual Life, Spiritual Life, Love, and 
kindred topics. Some “personal” para- 
graphs, dealing with the lives and work of 
sundry great and famous men and women, 
have been added also, and a beautiful pray- 
er, together with one of the rare poems of 
Mr. Jones, introduces the reader to the spirit 
of the book. A full length portrait of Mr. 
Jones, taken at the reading desk of All Souls’ 
church as he stands there weekly, will fur- 
ther interest friends and admirers of this 
earnest, progressive Chicago man and his 
work.

Those who wish to understand the work- 


| ings of a stock exchange could do no better 


than to read Sereno S. Pratt’s “‘ The Work 
of Wall Street’ (D. Appleton & Co.), a 
practical book by a newspaper man who has 
spent a large portion of his life in that cele- 
brated thoroughfare and who understands 
the inside and the outside operations of 
the speculative and investment markets. 
The evolution of Wall street is traced from 
the early speculations and incidentally Mr. 
Pratt writes of the beginnings of the Bng- 
lish and French stock markets. One gets 
a generai view, too, of the financial district 
of New York City, and there is a good de- 
scription of the market itself as a place 
where incomes are bought and sold. The 
first chapter ends with a résumé of the 
leading financial crises of the century in 
the street, and something of the men who 
have made the market famous. 

Mr. Pratt, of course, defends the exchanges, 
and justly, but he denounces roundly the 
men and methods that in times past and to- 
day have brought it into discredit. He 
shows the reason why the market exisie 
and the evils to which it is exposed; uc 
claims that it is essential to modern civ- 
flization, and points out that every savings 
bank depositor and every insurance policy 
holder is indirectly in the market, by proxy; 
he points out the difference between the 
speculative and investment securities, and 
draws the line between investment and 
speculation and speculation and gambling. 

The reader is informed upon the various 
operations of the market, the prices real 
and fictitious, and why they are so, the fluc- 
tuations and their cause, the various groups 
of stocks and how they are affected by dif- 
ferent influences. He explains the phenom- 
ena of sudden changes in prices, and why 
stocks paying the same dividends may sell 
at prices widely varying. | 

The organization of a stock company is de-

It really 
lifts a burden from the care burdened reader 
to know that Tommy the trapper is in Amer- 


ica being educated and no longer in the 


companionship of underground creatures. 
There is much tenderness in the book, though 
it isnot lachrymose. Itis,in fact, a straight- 
forward, probable, stern, and absorbing tale, 


too melancholy, perhaps, to become extreme- 


ly popular, too conventional to win for it the 
tribute paid to originality, yet of much hu- 
man interest and of extraordinary verisi- 
militude.
